Candidate Farley 
Washington, D. C. 

Farley’s entrance into the over- 
stuffed field of Democratic hopefuls 
surprises a lot of people who think 
only of his doglike loyalty to Roose- 
velt. It doesn’t surprise those close to 
the Postmaster General. When Farley 
addressed the Jackson Day dinner here 
in Washington as “Fellow candidates,” 
he brought down the house, But he 
wasn't fooling. 

Rumors down here have it that 
some time ago Farley asked the Presi- 
dent to make up his mind about run 
ing by a certain date, the foreign 
situation or no. At the time, Farley 
was suffering from the jitters passed 
‘on to him by local machines all over 
the U.S. map. The local boys have to 
build their political fences early, and 
the job is exceedingly difficult should 
they attach themselves to a candidate 
who maybe isn’t. 

Jim is loyal to these boys who are 
loyal to him; he is above all a Party 
man. So when Der Tag arrived and 
passed with Roosevelt still parrying 
reporters on the third-term question, 
Farley started rowing his own boat. 

It is a little difficult now to predict 
Farley's actions should Roosevelt de= 
cide to accept the nomination that 
third-termers hope will be handed up 
to him on the first or second ballot at 
the convention, Jim has said many 
times that he is an “unconditional 
candidate,” which suggests a lining up 
with the Garner forces to attempt to 
prevent renomination. ‘The combina 
tion of the Farley-Garner forces may 
develop within the next couple of 
months to the point where Prexy 
wouldn't dare seek the nomination 
again. This is probably what Jim ex- 
pects. 


And then comes the problem of a 
substitute slate. 

Farley has already counted himself 
‘out for first place on the ticket. One 
of his closest lieutenants has said that 
“Jim has no illusions about himself.” 
And I doubt whether Farley's prac- 
ticality would permit him to risk 
another 1928 Party split by having a 
Catholic candidate for the Presidency. 

Would Farley support Garner? I 
don’t think so. Garner doesn't seem 
to take himself seriously. Garner has 
yet to plan a speaking date, has con- 
tented himself with writing a few let- 
ters to some of the boys controlling 
delegates out in the States. 

Hull seems to be Farley’s choice. 
Hull is a conservative that Jim would 
trust, that the other regular Demo- 
rats would trust. 


Farley is shooting for the Vice 
Presidency. He would never stand for 
Jackson in the spot, even considering 
Roosevelt's preference for the Attor- 
ney General. Jackson would not be ac- 
ceptable to the Party boys. Farley 
men say that Jackson doesn't even 
have the confidence of the precinct 
captains in his own State. 

Will the South stand for Farley in 
the sccond-spot? Perhaps. At any 
rate, Farley is counting on his swing 
through the South to show how little 
prejudice there is against him.

Welles trip, airplane sales, Nazi “discoveries” and G.0.P. candidates stir U.S. war fears 


After two conferences with his button-lipped re- 
porter-at-large, Sumner Welles, just back from the 
wars (see p. 35), President Roosevelt issued a brief 
statement on March 29, calling particular attention 
to its penultimate paragraph. In it he said that 
“though there may be scant immediate prospect for 
the establishment of any just, stable and lasting 
peace in Europe,” Mr. Welles’s findings “will un- 
doubtedly be of the greatest value when the time 
comes for the establishment of such a peace.” 
Despite the President’s assertion that this state- 
ment held no prophecy, it was hard to figure it as 
anything but fresh confirmation of a Roosevelt re- 
solve that America shall have a large hand in the 
making of peace. Whether that will involve an 
American hand in the making of war remained a 
worrisome question to American voters. 
Appearing before the House Military Affairs Com- 
mittee on March 27, Secretary of War Woodring, 
Assistant Secretary Johnson and Chief of Staff Mar- 
shall succeeded in quieting Congressional fears that 
the President, in his anxiety to help the Allies, is 
crippling the U.S, Army by diverting warplanes that 
it needs to Britain and France. While 2,100 planes 
ordered by the Army 
are indeed being sold in- 
stead to the Allies, the 
Army chiefs argued tl 
U.S. national defense will 
be better served by a vast, 
foreign-financed expan- 
sion of U. S. airplane fac- 
tories than by loading up 
the Army with a lot of 
planes which would soon 
become obsolete anyway. 
Hardly had this dispute 
died down when the German Foreign Office, on 
March 29, served American isolationists a large help- 
ing of raw meat. In the secret archives of the Polish 
Foreign Ministry, the Nazis claimed to have dis- 
covered documents showing that American bellig- 
erency had had a lot to do with starting the war. 
Items: 1) a February 1939 report from the Polish 
Ambassador in Paris saying U. S. Ambassador Wil- 
liam C. Bullitt had promised that America would 
come into a war against Germany; 2) a June 1989 
report from the Polish commercial attaché in London 
saying that U. S. Ambassador Joseph P. Kennedy 
had promised to see Chamberlain and Halifax and 
insist that Britain help Poland with cash; 3) a Janu- 
ary 1939 report from the Polish Ambassador in 
Washington, Count Jerzy Potocki, saying that Presi- 
dent Roosevelt was “conjuring up a war psychosis” 
in America in order to distract the people from do- 
mestie problems and gain acceptance of a huge pre- 
paredness program “which 
goes beyond defense 
needs.” 
Roosevelt-Hull-Bullitt- 
Potocki denials of this Nazi 
propaganda were speedily 
forthcoming. But Repub- 
lican Presidential hopefuls 
continued to play on pop- 
ular uneasiness about 
Franklin Roosevelt's in- 
tentions. Inpublicspeeches 
last week, Senator Taft 
temperately declared himself afraid that the Presi- 
dent had not “wholeheartedly accepted” the Ameri- 
can people's determination to stay out of war, and 
‘Senator Vandenberg remarked of the 1940 campaign

that “if the war were to drift toward our involve- 
ment . . . the voters might forget all else.” District 
Attorney Dewey, blasting away at the record of New 
Deal promise-breaking came right out and asked: 
“What faith can we place in any promise by this Ad- 
ministration to keep this nation out of war?” 


Hectic Hockey. When the 1939-40 ice-hockey season 
began, fans complained loudly that referees were 
calling penalties too quickly and keeping belligerent 
players from smacking each other around in tradi- 
tional hockey style. But as the season wound up, 
everybody was cheered by a new spirit on the part 
of referees. Playing in Detroit for a place in the 
Stanley Cup finals, the Toronto Maple Leafs and the 
Detroit Red Wings put on a bloody battle. ‘Three 
times play was interrupted by fights. In last minute 
of play, every player and substitute (see above) was 
on the ice socking, slamming and shoving. Toronto 
won the game and 17 players were fined $25 each. 


War, In an atmosphere of stalemate, the Allied Su- 
preme War Council met for the sixth time. It resolved 
to tighten the blockade of Germany, despite neutral 
howls. British submarines sank several German 
ships in the very teeth of the Skagerrak, and Britain 
seized two Russian freighters loaded with copper, 
tin and antimony in the Pacific. France demanded 
the recall of the Soviet Ambassador to France, 
bearded Jacob Suritz, because he had tried to send 
Stalin a message that alluded to “Anglo-French war- 
mongers.” Letting France carry the torch of anti- 
Communism, Britain handed over to the French its 
two seized Russian freighters. 

Benito Mussolini, still waiting for the right mo- 
ment to “rush to the aid of the victors,” received Hun- 
gary’s Premier Teleki, who was afraid Germany 
might use the war lull to swallow Hungary or Yugo- 
slavia. It looked as if sooner or later one side or the 
other would detonate the battlefields of the Balkans. 
But the Allies were glad of more time to manufacture 
the guns, planes and tanks for themselves and their 
allies, notably the tough key republic of Turkey (see 
pp. 76-89), which at week’s end was reported about 
to open the Dardanelles to the Allied fleets. 


Satisfied Canadians. So well satisfied are Canadians 
with the way their Government is conducting the 
war that, going to the polls on March 26, they re- 
tained Mackenzie King’s Liberal administration in 
power with an increase of its seats in Parliament.

He was 
discovered a year ago in the remote Chinese province 
of Koko Nor (“Blue Lake” in Mongolian), 500 miles 
from Lhasa, after the King-Regent had a vision tell- 
ing him that the successor to the 18th Dalai Lama, 
who died in 1933, would be found “near the Blue Sea,”

‘Next day after a second conference with his envoy, 
President Roosevelt issued a terse statement de- 
claring that Mr. Welles had made no commitments, 
had received no proposals but had helped to clarify 
U.S. foreign relations. Only provocative nugget was 
a sentence, to which the President called special at- 
tention, predicting that information gathered by Mr. 
Welles would prove of great value “when the time 
comes for establishment of . . . peace” (see p. 32).

xt to Mount Ararat (see p. 84), the geographical 
name most often associated with floods is Johns- 
town, Pa. This spring Johnstown faces the threat of 
another flood. But this spring Johnstown is also pre- 
pared as it has never been before to combat destruc- 
tive waters roaring down the Conemaugh River valley. 
On May 31, 1889, a wall of water, released by a 
broken dam twelve miles upstream, wiped out Johns- 
town and some 2,300 of its 25,000 inhabitants. On 
March 17, 1986, the thaw-fed Conemaugh rose and 
buried Johnstown a second time under 14 ft. of swir- 
ling water. This year, conditions dangerously resem- 


ble those in the early spring of 1936. ‘To forestall an- 
other disaster, Army engineers are engaged in an 88,. 
000,000 flood-control project. It is now 25% com- 
plete—enough to test its efficacy if the floods arrive. 

These before-and-after pictures show the S-bend 
in the Conemaugh River at Dornick Point where 
flood waters in the past have been most impeded. 
Now the river-bed is strait-jacketed in 60-ft. retain- 
ing walls, 400 ft. wide from rim to rim. Ice in the 
lower picture shows the course of the fast currents. 
In the background are the homes of Johnstown. At 
right runs the Pennsylvania Railroad's main line.

courtesy. Why should ic have been otherwise, since the 
British agreement with Poland had relieved Russia of all 
fear of German aggression against herself and, instead of 
being obliged any longer to consider her own safety, she 
could now afford to chink only of her personal advantage? 
Peradventure, if England had been willing to traffic in the 
honor of neutral Baltic States, the end of our negotiations 
might have been different. Hitler was less scrupulous or 
maybe he was in turn duped by Stalin. Ic was important for 
Russia that the population of the Polish Ukraine, which 
was more Orthodox Russian than Catholic Polish, should 
be in Soviet hands rather than constitute a lure to German 
expansion via Poland. A fourth partition was always a 
possible eventuality; and, if Moscow could restore her 
fluence in the Baltic States and raise a barrier in the Ukraine 
to the German Drang nach Osten, the Reich would be driven 
back toward the west again; and that was and must always 
be the supreme aim of Russian policy. These and other 
similar considerations cannot fail to have been constantly 
present in the mind of the ruler of the Kremlin. At the 
same time he personally admired Hitler, or at least his suc- 
cesses, and was quite ready to take a leaf our of his book 
and follow the example of his opportunism. 

The ingredients for a formidable explosion were thus 
being gathered, and only lacked a spark to blow peace sky- 
high. In the full realization of this I decided, ac the end of 
July, to seek for myself the opportunity of a personal meet- 
ing with Hitler.

The most that I hoped was that, if the U. S. S. R., 
however half-heartedly, joined the peace front, Hitler would regard 
discretion as the better part of valor and come down on the side of 
peaceful discussion. But I always believed chat Moscow's chief aim 
was to embroil Germany and the Western Powers in a common ruin 
and to emerge as the tertius gaudens of the conflict between them. 
This was, up to August, similarly the professed view of all Germans 
from Hitler downward who commented on our Russian negotiations.

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Traised this point with Hitler himself when I saw him at Berchtes- 
gaden on August 23rd. Ribbentrop was at Moscow on that day 
engaged in signing the Russo-German Treaty, and Hitler expatiated 
to me triumphantly on the value and great advantages of the new 
alliance, which he said was definite and permanent. I reminded him 
of his previous attitude toward the Soviets; expressed the opinion 
that he might find Russia's friendship even more dangerous than her 
enmity; and added, speaking quite personally and on purely moral 
grounds, that, if an agreement had to be made with Moscow, for 
whom communism was now merely the cloak for intense national- 
ism and whose ulterior motives seemed to me highly suspicious, I 
had rather Germany made it than ourselves. Hitler was for a mo- 
ment confused and taken aback. He retorted, however, that it was 
all our faule: ic was we who had driven him into Russia's arms. Buc 
it was the answer of a man who was seeking to excuse himself.

A last attempt at negotiations is made 


Early the next morning I obtained from another source in touch 
with Goering more definite, if unauthorized, details of the German 
proposals; and these I at once communicated through the Counselor 
of His Majesty's Embassy to the Polish Ambassador, who spent that 
morning on the telephone to Warsaw. It was M, Lipski’s last chance 
to telephone; for, when evening came, the German Government saw 
to it that that and all other methods of communication with the 
Polish Government were denied to him. His Majesty's Government, 
too, were using all their influence at Warsaw; and about the middle 
of the day I transmitred to the Ministry for Foreign Affairs a further 
message from His Majesty's Government to the German Govern- 
ment notifying them that the Polish Government were taking steps 
to establish contact with them through the Polish Ambassador at 
Berlin and asking them to agree to an immediate provisional modus 
vivendi ac Danzig, for which purpose M. Burckharde was suggested 
as intermediary. To this communication I never received any reply. 
There was, however, a further delay of some twelve hours. The 
Polish Government had, it was announced, authorized their Ambas- 
sador to establish contact with Ribbentrop; and Hitler waited to 
Jearn what message M. Lipski would bring. The question, in fact, 
was whether his qualifications would be those of a plenipotentiary 
empowered by the Polish Government, in spite of its ignorance of 
the exact terms of the German proposals, to conduct and conclude 
negotiations or not. On no other terms was Hitler prepared to post- 
pone action. His army was ready, and Poland must be taught a 
lesson. She must crawl or get her whipping. 

During the day there had been much activity on the part of Field 
Marshal Goering. I think that Goering himself would have pre- 
ferred a peaceful solution, but in matters such as these it was Hitler's 
decision which alone counted; and, whatever Goering might feel, he 
was merely the loyal and submissize servant of his master. More- 
over, as [have already described, he had come down definitely on the 
side of peace a year before; and it might have been difficult for him to 
adopt this course a second time. He invited me, however, to come to 
sce him that afternoon; and I did so at 5 p.st. in the company of 
Sir G. Ogilvie-Forbes, Inasmuch as I had heard that the text of the 
proposals which Ribbentrop had refused to give me was to be 
broadcast on the radio that evening, my first remark was to point 
out to the Field Marshal that this procedure would probably and 
finally wreck the last prospect of peace and to beg him to do his

could not intervene and that the German Government felt obliged 
to broadcast their proposals to the world in order to prove their 
“good faith.”” 

Instead he talked for the best part of two hours of the iniquities of 
the Poles and of Hitler's and his own desire for friendship with 
England and of the benefit to the world in general and the advantage 
to England in particular of such a friendship. It was a conversation 
which led nowhere; and I could not help feeling that his remarks, 
which from his point of view were perfectly genuine but which I had 
heard often before, were chiefly intended for the edification of his 
listeners. Taugured the worst from the fact that he was in a position 
at such a moment to give me so much of his time. He had a few days 
before been made president of the new German Defense Council for 
the Reich (or War Cabinet); and he could scarcely have afforded at 
such a moment to spare time in conversation, if it did not mean that 
everything, down to the last detail, was now ready for action. 


The “Zero Hour” arrives 


My general impression of this last talk with Goering was, in fact, 
that it constituted a final bur forlorn effort on his part to detach 
Britain from the Poles. Nevertheless, the Field Marshal seemed 
sincere when, having been called to the telephone, he returned to tell 
us that M. Lipski was on his way to see Ribbentrop. He seemed re- 
lieved and to hope that, provided contact was only established, war 
might after all prove unnecessary. The meeting between the Polish 
Ambassador proved, however, quite futile. M. Lipski stated that he 
was acting solely in his capacity as an ambassador without plenary 
powers to discuss or to negotiate and handed to the Minister for 
Foreign Affairs a brief communication to the effect that the Polish 
Government were weighing favorably the proposal of His Majesty's 
Government for direct discussion and that a formal answer in this 
matter would be communicated to the German Government int the 
immediate future. He did not ask for the German proposals, and 
Ribbentrop did not offer to give them to him. Their meeting lasted 
but a few minutes. When, after his interview, the Polish Ambas- 
sador attempted once more to telephone to his Government, he found 
that ic was no longer possible for him to do so. Hitler had, in fact, 
chosen his moment to precipitate the conflict. He did not want 
direct negotiations with the Poles. It was zero hour. (German 
troops crossed the frontier into Poland at dawn on Friday, Sept. 1. 
Britain and France sent a joint ultimatum to Berlin that evening. 
This ultimatum was rejected —ED.] The drama had reached its 
inevitable climax; and on the declaration of war at 11 a. m. that 
Sunday morning, September 3rd, the curtain fell for the last time. 
After returning from my interview with Ribbentrop at midday, I did 
not leave the Embassy again until Mr. Kirk [Alexander C. Kirk, 
Chargé d’ Affaires of the U. S. Embassy.—ED. ] rendered me one last 
service by driving me in his own car to the station the next morning. 
Up to those last twenty-four hours I had gone about freely in che 
streets of Berlin, either on foot or in my motor with its British flag; 
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Hippy was first to disembark when Henderson arrived in England on Sept, 7. For 
four months, Hippy was quarantined but fed lavish amounts of sugar despite ration- 
ing. Henderson's setter Hooray was left behind in care of "“a reliable German butler."”

and Iam glad to take this opportunity to bear witness to the fact that 
throughout those anxious weeks and up to the very end, when we 
crossed the German frontier, neither Inor any member of my staff were 
subjected at any time to any discourtesy or even a single gesture of 
hostility. It was a very different eve of war to that of August, 1914. 


Gloom pervades Berlin as war begins 


My impression was that the mass of the German people, that other 
Germany, were horror-strack at the whole idea of the war which was 
being thus thrust upon them, It is true that I could only judge of 
Berlin itself and that I was not in a position to witness the reaction 
of German youth or of the soldiers in the troop trains which were 
leaving for the Polish front. Ic is true also that the trial black-outs, 
the bread cards, and the strict system of rationing, which were 
already in force, were not exactly cheerful beginnings to a war. But 
what I can say is that the whole general atmosphere in Berlin itself 
was one of utter gloom and depression. 

In order to see for myself the mood of the people after the attack 
on Poland, I went that last Sacurday afternoon for a walk down 
Unter den Linden, the main street of Berlin, I happened to want a 
drug called Codein and went into a shop to buy it. The chemist 
glumly told me that he could not give it to me without a doctor's 
prescription. I mentioned that I was the British Ambassador. He 
repeated that he was sorry, but the regulations on the subject wete 
quite definite. So I said again, “I don't think you understand; I am 
the British Ambassador. If you poison me with your drug, you will 
get a high decoration from your Dr. Goebbels.”” The chemist’s 
lugubrious face lit up with pleasure at tais feeble joke, and he at 
once gave me all the Codein that I wanted. But there was something 
very pathetic about it. 

Thad the same sensation when I left the Embassy for the last 
time with Kirk. About a hundred yards from the door there was 
always a policeman on traffic duty where the Wilhelmstrasse crosses 
Unter den Linden. At that particular corner the policemen, who 
were not members of Himmler's Gestapo but mostly old soldiers of 
the municipal police force, used generally to salute me when I 
passed. Thar morning, when the policeman saw me coming, he 
carefully turned his head the other way and pretended to be preoccu- 
pied with the traffic coming in the other direction. He naturally 
could not salute me, and at the same time he did not wish to ignore 
me. He bore no ill will to a man who, as he and all Berlin knew, 
had striven to the last for peace. 

When we left on the Monday morning in a body from the Em- 
bassy, where the remaining staff, thirty men, seven women, and two 
dogs, had been concentrated, a small crowd gathered outside and 
watched our luggage being put onto military lorries. It was an

absolutely silent crowd; and, if there was hatred or hostility in their 
hearts, they gave no single siga of it. There were doubtless a number 
of Gestapo agents among them in plain clothes, and yet the people 
were speechless, when a litele vocal abuse of the “encirclers"” and 
"warmongers" would probably have been gratifying to their masters. 

Ultimately we crossed the German frontier at about 2 p.xt. on 
Tuesday and arrived at Rotterdam at 7 p.t. There we were received 
with much hospitality by His Majesty's Minister at The Hague, 
Sir Nevile Bland. Forbes and I spent that night at the Legation. 

All that remained co be done was to find a neutral steamer to 
take us to England. Eventually arrangements were made for us to 
travel by the Dutch $.S. Batavier V, which was leaving Rotterdam 
for London at dawn on the Thursday morning. When we went on 
deck the next morning, we were provided with the exhilarating 
spectacle of three British destroyers, one on each side and one in 
front of us, which had been detailed to escort us back home and had 
met our ship as soon as it was outside Dutch waters. Every member 
of our party was affected, as I was, by the sight of these silent but 
blessed British warships. But che only real excitement came when 
we were unfortunately all below at lunch time. Then all of a sudden 
the Batavier V was shaken from stem to stern by the explosion of 
three depth charges one after the other. They had been dropped by 
the leading destroyer, and quite three miles from our ship. The 
destroyer returned to its station, and we at once wirelessed asking, 
“What luck?" 

The only answer we got was “Your message received."” The 
Admiralty instructions were to give nothing away. I nevertheless 
told my staff chat, if the customs authorities on arrival asked us if 
we had anything to declare, the only reply to give was, “One 
German U-boat.” 

As soon as we were in sight of Gravesend our escort left us and 
returned to its base, presumably at Chatham. Our journey was over. 
Spatts’ agents were the first to board the ship at Gravesend and car- 
ried off co quarantine the two dogs which we had brought with us. 
We ourselves landed about 7 p.st. There were practically no porters 
available; and the staff, headed by Forbes with his coat off, carried 
most of our luggage from the ship to the train. Shortly after 8 p.st. 
on Thursday September 7th, we reached Victoria Station. It had 
taken us three days and eight hours co get from Berlin to London. 
My mission to Berlin had terminated, but the failure was complete.

Its second president 


is its forgotten hero 


the great name in modern Turkey is 
still Atatiirk, who died in 1938. His 
sor as President is Ismet Indnd, a 
name rarely mentioned in Turkey even 
today, Yet Indnii should bea hero thrice 
over—as a general, as a diplomat and as 
an administrator. All his life Inonii has 
y accepted a place in the shadows 
ind the dazzling reputation of Ata- 
tiirk. He is today the brainy and ef 
cient chief of as able and patriotic a 
group of leaders as ever set a nation on 
the road to greatnes 

‘These men really love their country, 
or out of power. Mostly self- 
they all fought and worked in 
the revolution 20 years ago, in the long-drawn-out war against the Greeks 
and in the slow and painful reform of Turkey. Most of them have had 
millitary training and are or have been Army officers. ‘They are probably 
the reason why this amazing republic has sprung up by itself midway be- 
tween the semi-European corruption of the Balkans and the feudal tyran- 
nies of the Moslem nations of the Near East, and under the shadow of 
Soviet Russia, 

Ismet was born ars ago, the son of a judge on English Hill in 
Jumir (Smyrna), At 12 he entered the artillery school in Istanbul, went, 
on to the General Staff College, two years behind the boy who was to 
become Atatiirk, He graduated first in his class and was commissioned 
a captain, He was so much more competent than his fellow 
he was a colonel at 31, He fought the British in the World War in Pales- 
tine and was chief of staff to Atatiirk against the Russians in eastern

Indnii’s job was to make the peace legal. At Lausanne he faced down 
the annoyed Allied statesmen headed by the spinsterish British snob, Lord 
Curzon. “Indnii outfaced Curzon’s suave threats and ultimata and he won 
absolute sovereignty for the Turkish Republic. He came home to take 
over the nearly permanent. job of Atatirk’s Premier, from 1923 to 1937, 
except for one four-month interval. 

Atatiirk decided what to do and Inénii did it. In that sense, he is 
responsible for everything in Turkey today. His specialties were the 
expansion of the railways hy native capital and the renting of agricultural 
combines to farmers. He withdrew from polities a year before Atatiirk’s 
death but the day after was unanimously elected President by the Grand 


National Assembly 

Personally he is everything Atatiirk was not—quiet, studiou 
amous, good-tempered, pious and conservative. He loves his s 
Mevhibe, his sons Omer, 16, and Erdel, 14, and above all, his pert daughter 
Ozden, 10 (left). He likes to play bridge and billiards, work out chess 
problems, raise roses, listen to the Ankara Philharmonic Orchestra. He 
reads continually, in French (Turkey’s commercial language), German and 
finally in English. (He has made one speech in English, broadcast to the 
U.S.) But also he likes to ride fine horses (his doctor forbids jumping), 
keeps a statue of his favorite horse on his desk. Probably the most im- 
portant fact about his personality is that he is almost stone deaf. At 
conferences, with his hearing machine, he hears pretty much what he 
wants to hear and no more. He makes other people talk, though at his own 
parties he will interrupt, saying: “Not another word until you have eaten 
something.

OUNG HEIRS MIGHT BE SURPRISED—but he knew 

the fortune that was paid the Hawkinses when 
the railroad came through in ’78 and how they never 
spent or banked a cent of it, 

The old-time country editor was like that. He knew 
h's county like the back of his hand, from the secret 
thoughts of the supervisors to the last thank-you- 
marm on a dead-end road. 


He knew every man, woman, and child and their 
Great-Aunt Nellie who ran off with the lightning-rod 
agent. He knew the story of every yellow old record 
in the courthouse—and what the boys were laughing 
at in the livery stable last Sunday. He knew what 
chance the town had of getting that button factory, 
and why the parsonage would have a new tenant soon. 


> The people he wrote for were just as much an open 
book to him as the news he wrote for them. He wasn't 
being quaint when he put the results of the school 
spelldown on page one, or filled five pages with coun- 
try correspondence. That was meat and drink to the 
folks out on the R-F.D. routes—far more important 
than the Boer War or even silver at 16 to 1—and he 
knew it. 


> That old-time country editor had grasp . . . com- 
plete, integrated understanding of all the news of his 
locality, and the whole of the mind for which it was 
written. And his formula, “the nearer the news, the 
bigger,” was essentially the formula of all old-time 
journalism—in the big cities, as well as in the county 
seats. 

But when Dewey entered Manila Bay and boys 
in bicycle shops began tinkering with the front ends 
of buggies, the old order began to pass away. The 
great, complex world forced itself into the affairs and 
thoughts of easy-going, turn-ofcentury America. 


Economics, world politics, finance, industrial man- 
agement, material resources, labor, social theory — 
they all began to matter somehow. They got you into 
wars and strikes and hard times. Science began to 
matter when diphtheria and t.b. were found not to 
be acts of God. Art began to matter when your daugh- 
ter came back from Paris or Peoria calling you a 
Philistine. 


> America's mind, stretching, pushing out its hori- 
zons, called for more news... more kinds of news 

- news from beyond the railroad depot. And the 
news poured in—from the just-hatched wire services, 
from specialists of all kinds, from the syndicates, the 
feature writers, the correspondents. 


Soon the old one-man grasp was gone. The torrent 
of news was too great and too swift, its sources too 
many and too remote, for any one man to handle and 
absorb it all.
